It was oaly a defect—said to 
smalHi a:cumulation of dirt—in the 
mechanism of the infernal machine, 
which the justice had unsuspect- 
ingly opened, that saved him from 
probable death or certain injury. 
bomb later exploded whtle being 
amined by Inspector Owen Egan, 
the bureau of combustfbles, seriously 
injuring him about the face and arms. 

He Sentenced Valet Brandt, 

The tntended victim of the explosion 
has Deen given a great deal of public- 
ity lately in connection with the 
Brandt case. It was Judge Rosalsky 
who sentenced Brandt to a 30-year 
term for burglary at Mortimer lL 
Schiff’s home in 1907, and who recent- 
ly reversed his action. 

The attack upon the jurist is the 
first case of such violence attempted 
against a judge here within memory, 
and it set the whole machinery of the 
police speedily at work on the mys- 
tery tonight. At a late hour there 
had' been no clue developed.

By Adamson’s Bill to Regulate 
Use of Panama Canal 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, D. C., March 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)——President Taft and his political 
advisers have been thrown into a veri- 
table panic by the drastic remedy 
which hag been proposed by the demo- 
cratic: members of the house interstate 
and foreign commerce committee to end 
for all time in this country the rail- 
road domination of water traffic. The 
committeé today formally presented to 
the house a proposed law which, be- 
sides requiring the railroads to sell 
outright every ship they now own, 
makes provision whereby all interior 
points in the United States will get 
every benefit in the shape of railroad 
rate reductions resulting from water 
competition through the Panama canal 
which’will be enjoyed by coast cities. 
These provisions are included in the 
Panama canal bill, reported by Chair- 
man William C. Adamson, of Georgia, 
chairman of the committee. The bill 
is concurred in by all of the democratie 
members of the committee, and by Rep- 
Joseph R. Knowland, of 
California, a republican. Although the 
bill. refers mainly to the canal, these 
provisions are general in their 


cation.

Vessel, Destroyed in Havana Har- 
bor, Towed to Sea and Sunk 
With Naval Honors, 


Havana, March 16.—Under lowering 
skies and ina heavy tumbling sea the 
old battleship Maine, resurrected after 
14 years’ burial in Havana  hartor, 
today plunged with her colors flying 
to her everlasting rest, 600 fathoms 
deep in the sapphire waters of the 
gulf. The simking of the hulk was 
carried out precisely as planned, mark- 
ing the end of the great work begun 
more than a year and a half ago. 

After imposing ceremonies in the 
morning, which ended with the formal 
transfer of the custody of the bodies 
of the heroic dead by the mayor of 
Havana, Julius De Cardenas, to Brig. 
Gen. W. H. Bixby. chief of the engft- 
neer corps, U. S. A., as the represen- 
tative of the United States, the coffins 
were taken aboard the armored cruiser 
North Carolina where they were de- 
posited on the quarter-deck, complete- 
ly covered by a great mound of floral 
tributes, under a guard of honor com- 
posed of marines. Minute-guns were 
fired by the North Carolina, and the 
scout cruiser Birmingham and the bat- 
terlies of Cabanas fortress until the 
ships cleared the harbor. 


Maine Towed to Her Grave. 

Soon after 2 o’clock the navy tug 
Osceola, aboard which were VU. 8S. Min- 
ister Arthur M. Beaupree'= and ihe 
staff of the legation;: Brig. Gen. Bixby, 
Col. Wm. M. Black, Lieut. Col. Mason

WARSHIPS. SENT. 
TO PHILIPPINES 


Sipnificant Orders Are Issued 
by the Navy Department, 


Washington, March 16.—Significant 
orders were issued from the navy de- 
partment late today, directing three of 
the big armored crulsere of the Pa- 
cifie fleet to proceed at once to the 
Philippine islands for an indefinite 
stay, The navy department will not 
admit that the big vessels are to be 
attached to the Asiatic fleet, but their 
arrival tn the Orient will give the 
United States the most powerful for- 
eign fleet, excepting that of Japan, in 
touch with Chinese waters... The ves- 
sels ordered to the Philippines are the 
flagship California, the South Dakota 
and Colorado, now at Honolulu. 


The vessels will go to Olongope, 
where they will dock and hold their 
spring target practice. Later the sup- 
ply ship Glacie rwill join them. 

These, cruisers, with the Maryland, 
of the same type, constitute the Pa- 
cific fleet with base at San Francisco. 
Their withdrawal will leave the west 
coast without any naval vessels of 
consequence in full commission, with 
the exception of the cruiser Maryland, 
all of the other armored ships being 
now in reserve at Puget Sound, with 
skeleton crews. The Maryland 
has been conveying Secretary Knox 
between the Central American ports 
ports on the west Side, soon will ar- 
rive at San Diego for the target prac- 
tice of the Pacific torpedo fleet about 
April 8. 

Admiral Southland, of the flagship 
California, commands the threé cruiser 
squadron. Should he fall in with, Ad- 
miral Murdock’s fleet. Southland, 
being a junior admiral, would act un- 
der that officer’s direction. . 

It is said at the navy department 
that this cruise will be similar to 
those made in recent years and. is 
intended to furnish the vessels a de- 
sirable opportunity for fleet training 
and engineering experience.

Reports of heavy’ property damage 
throughout the southeast as the result 
of the terrific rains of the past two 
days continue to be received here and 
earlier estimates that the losses will 
reach into the millions are sustained. 
Rivers and smaller streams are all out 
of banks and railroad traffic is gen- 
erally demoralized. 

Reports to the Southern railway here 
today telling of the washout of a 
trestle over the Haw river, near Reids- 
ville, N. C., stopping through traffic 
on the main line, while schedules om: 
branch lines in the Carolinas hav¢g 
been annulled because of washouts ana 
damaged trestles. Through trains’tre 
being detoured to the south by way of 
Knoxville and Chattanooga. 

In the Carolinas. 

Cotton mills and other industries 
along the smaller rivers have béen 
ccmpelled to shut down by high water, 
and in North Carolina alone the losses 
are estimated at half a million dol- 
lars. 

Reports from Columbia show similar 
conditions in South Carolina. The 
Congaree and Broad rivers at Columbia 
have become raging torrents and the 
flood threatens to carry away the big 
steel bridges over both rivers. At 
Camden the Wateree river has carried 
away two bridges and all roads into 
the town are submerged. The Saluda 
river also is out of bounds and reports 
say a freight train has been caught 
between two washouts near Saluda 
and abandoned.

WATER COVERS AUGUSTA, 
_ BUT THE WORST IS OVER 


Augusta, Ga., 
. flood in twenty-four years almost com- 
pletely covered the business section 
and the larger part of the residence 
Section of the lower city today, the 
fiver reaching a height of 36 feet 9 
inches up to 8 o'clock tonight, when it 
Was at a standstill. 

At 4 o'clock this morning the water 
was 34 feet, the maximum height pre- 
dicted by the weather bureau, but be- 
fore 9 o'clock this morning the bureau 
had changed its maximum estimate to 
$7 feet, the river being then 35 feet 5 
inches. 

While business was completely sus- 
pended throughout the day on account 
of the water covering all but a few 
blocks of the very center of Broad 
street, the damage has been nothing 
like as great as the fall freshet of 
1908, or the freshet of 1898. 

The river attained a height of 38 
feet 9 inches in the 1908 freshet, two 
feet more than the present freshet. 
thus putting the water from 1 to 2 feet 
deep in all the stores and a majority 
of the residences of the city. But 
this time the water has entered com- 

~emete@iyv few stores and only those 
residences nearest the river and in the 
lowlands in the southern section of 
the city. . 

People Were Prepared. 

Morpover. the people, with the experi- 
ence Af the 1908 freshet in their minds, 
made ample preparation for the high 
water this time and neither stocks of 
merchandise nor household goods were 
@amazed to any great extent. Al- 
though a local relief fund is being 
raised for the poor who have suffered 
by -the present freshet, Mavor Barrett 
announces that the city will be able to 
take care all relief measures. He 
has received offers of assistance from 
the outside, which he has gratefully 
declined. 

Indications

An Anxious Vigil. 

Throughout the night thousands of 
Augustans kept an anxious vigil. Al- 
though the weather bureau had sent 
out reassuring reports through The 
Herald. still it was known to al! that 
the “old Savannah” is treacherous and 
there was anxiety on every counte- 
mance. The water began to come into 
the city in the lower parts of the up- 
town district early in the night and 
continued to rise at an average rate 
of 6 inches per hour. Great furniture 
vans. trucks,. drayvs and wagons car- 
Tied people and household goods away 
from the flooded district and as the 
night progressed the flood continued 
to encroach. It went across 3road 
etreet and into Green in the early 
hours of the morning ang by 7 o'clock 
the only way to reach the Planters’ 
hotel was in a bateau. 

Thousands of persons Fned the 
gtreets in the early morning hours 
and watched from one street 
to the other down Broad until at 9 
o’Glock it reached The Herald office. 
In the meantime the water was break- 
ing over at Centre street and running 
into the lower part of the city. In the 
uptown district, or that portion of 
Augusta running from Marbury street 
west to Fifteenth, the damage is par- 
ticularly heavy, as the water early in 
the day went into the lower floors of 
the people's residences and in some 
places was from 4 to 6 feet deep.

One particularly sad case where hu- 
man lives are involved is on a river 
plantation owned by Mr. W. W. Ram- 
sey, of this city. Two families of ne- 
groes live on an island and a $4-foot 
river causes the water to enter their 
houses. It is a very rare thing that 
Augusta has a 34-foot river and the 
negroes were practically sure that 
they were living inalmost perfect se- 
curity. One family was composed of 
a husband and wife and seven chil- 
dren, and almost all of the children 
were dowfi with the measles. The 
other family was also a large one and 
the children were just recuperating 
from the: measles. Since a 34-foot 
river pute the water at least 2 feet 
in their houses and since the water 
came up with’ such rapidity that they 
could not be rescued in time to get 
them out because lowland is on every 
side of them, fears are entertained for 
the negroes’ safety, and particularly 
for the sick children. 

Water Running Through Streets. 

At 12 o'clock the streets in the cen- 
tral section of the city were filled 
with water, although on the two prin- 
cipal business blocks of Broad water 
eovered only one side. The Savannah 
reacheg a stage of 36 feet even at 
noon and was rising slowly at the 
rate of about 2 inches an hour. The 
fact that there has been no rain in 
the watershed since Friday at noon 
leads Local Forecaster Emigh to pre- 
dict that the river will not go higher 
than 3634 feet, and that by nightfall it

Columbia, S. C., March 16.—With the 
Congaree river 29 feet and rising at 
Columbia, and the Broad river 30 feet 
and threatening the bridge a mile from 
the city, the floods threaten to wash 
away the big bridges over both rivers. 
The Columbia power plant and water 
Plant of the city of Columbia are in 
danger. 

Trains are running into Columbia 
many hours late, trains Srom the west, 
on the Southern railway, being de- 
toured via Charlotte, N. ¢. Seaboard 
Air Line tfaings are seven to nine 
hours late. The. Atlantic Coast Line 
and Columbia, Newberry and Law. 
rence trains are running through. At 
Camden the Wateree river is 39 feet 
and rising. Two bridges have gone 
down, and roads are submerged. 

Train service has been demoralized 
on the Columbia-Greenville line of the 
Southern railway, through the wash- 
ing away of the approaches to a 
bridge over the Saluda river near 
Chappells, and a bridge over the 
Broad river at Alston. Shuttle trains 
are being operated between Greenville 
and Ninety-six. 

High Water Bars Trains.

tween Columbia and Alston and the 
Carolina special, between Charleston 
and Cincinnati, and the Asheville-

vast destruction of bridges, mills and 
buildings and incalculable damage to’ 
farming lands, the effects of Friday's 
rain and wind storm, today assumed 
proportions even more alarming than 
the early forecasts or estimates inti- 
mated, 

Never in its history has the South- 
ern railway, passenger and freight 
traffic been so completely demoralized. 
Not a train has moved over the main 
line tracks between Greensboro and 
Reidsville since Friday at noon. The 
trestle over Haw river, 17 miles north 
of here, is gone and the tracks sub- 
merged for a mile, making it impos- 
sible to transfer passengers. Schedules 
over the Winston, Wilkesboro, Mount 
Airy and Madison branches have been 
annulled because of washouts and 
damaged trestles. 

A tabulation of the reports received 
here tonight places the damages re- 
sulting from the storm in this and 
adjacent territory at half a million 
dollars. Only two fatalities have been 
reported. . 

The principal trouble of the main 
line of the Southern is at the Haw 
river trestle. The structure is covered 
with water tonight, its main deck is 
gone and the track for half a mile in 
each direction is badly damaged.

Mrs. Lorillard has been in 
the city for the past few days on ac- 
count of the funeral of Lorillard Spen- 
cer, and it ts believed Mr. Lorillard 
is at present with his mother.

All Georgians have reason to feel 
gratified at the showing made by our 
State in the dgricultural report for 
Georgia made by the thirteenth United 
States census—that of 1910, 

The corn crop of 1909 as reported 
by 253,410 farms out of 291,027 was 
39,874,569 bushels, valued at $37,079,- 
981. But the year book of the United 
States department of agriculture for 
1909 gave for the entire state, 61,160,- 
000 bushels of corn, valued at $52,598,- 
000. Thus we see the failure of 37,- 
000 farms to report their corn, causes 
Georgia to appear at a disadvantage in 
the decennial census report. But for 
the United States year book we would 
not Know the truth about Georgia’s 
corn crop for 1909. The system of 
ginners’ reports upon which the gov- 
ernment relies for the statement of 
the cotton crop prevented any such 
discrepancy with regard to Georgia’s 
chief staple. The census bulletin re- 
ports Georgia’s cotton for 1909 at l1,- 
992,404 bales, valued at $126,695,612, 
which the year book for 1909, pub- 
lished before the ginners’ report was 
completed had estimated at 1,901,830 
bales, valued at $125,770,000, 
fully close to the true result. The 
total value of Georgia’s crops for 1909, 
omitting some of the minor. crops, 
frosts, vegetables, etc, which will be 
published later, is stated at $181,405,-

Mr. Slaton’s Announcement, 
Mr. Slaton's preliminary announce- 
ment follows: 
John Marshall Slaton, who an- 


nounces his candidacy for governor oft 
Georgia, is one of the most interest- 
ing men in the public life of Georgia 
today. His career has been remarka- 
ble in the extreme. In many respects 
its uniqueness is not approached by 
any other Georgian of prominence. 

In his public career there are four 
distinctions that stand out with prom- 
inence: 

1. He has never played to the gal- 
leries. Performing hig work as a pub- 
lic servant with unusual fidelity, he 
has left the forum to attend to his 
own affairs. Always taking the iIn- 
terest of a good citizen in matters of 
interest to the public, he has not seen 
fit to be either a public scold or lec- 
turer. 

2. Hehas been elected’nine terms to 
the general assembly practically with- 
out opposition; in fact, he has been 
opposed seriously but once, and won 
then by a substantial majority. 
of -

8 He was chosen speaker of the 
house of representatives twice without 
opposition, or rather without a vote 
being cast for any other candidate. 
He was elected president of the sen- 
ate twice in like manner—by unani- 
mous vote of that body. 

4. Though a presiding officer in the 
legislature for a period of seven years, 
no ruling he ever made was reversed. 
In fact, during that time the appeals 
from the chair would aggregate 
scarcely a half dozen. And he pre- 
sided during some of the most bitter 
contests in the history of the legisla- 
ture, and frequently his personal 
views differed from those of the ma- 
jority. ' 

Born in Meriwether, 

Mr. Slaton was born in Meriwether 
county, December 25 (Christmas day), 
1866. - He comes of an old Georgia 
family, his ancestors having been iden- 
tified with many of the state’s his- 
torical periods. While his people were 
comfortably “circumstanced, they were 
not wealthy, and young John Mar- 
shall, in a large measure, had to make 
his own way. 

During his boyhood his father came 
to Atlanta to become superintendent 
of the city’s public schgols. Young 


‘Slaton attended the public schools of 
Boys’ | 


this city, graduated from the 
High school in 1880, and in the fol- 
lowing year entered the sophomore 
class of the University of Georgia, 
where he stood high in his classes 
and general college activities. He 
graduated in the class of ‘86, 

He studied law in the offices of Hop- 
kins & Glenn, and later became a 
partner in practice of John T. Glenn. 
During the past several years he has 
been a member of the firm of Slaton 
& Phillips. 


Mr. Slaton was elected to the house 


of representatives in 1896, and has 
served in the general assembly con- 
tinuously since, He became prominent 
in legislative counsels early in his 


| areer, serving’ as chairman of the ju- 
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llow- 
ever,g Fulton county has been prolific 


in the last score of years, it has 
brought the largest contributions from 
the public service corporations of the 
State.

In elected speaker of 
Opposition. It was 
officer of the popular 
branch of the assembly that his tal- 
ents shone in the boldest relief. His 
eminent fairness, his aptitude in con- 
struing the rules and determining the 
nice points of precedure as raised bv 
partisans, led him to be regarded as 
among the ablest parliamentarians in 
the country. 

He presided over the house during 
the most dramatic contest in that bodv 
Since reconstruction—during the dis- 
cussion and passage of the Prohibition 
bill. During that memorable fight, he 
held the gavel without a moment’s re- 
lease from middle forenoon until late 
evening, about twelve hours, not once 
leaving the chair for rest or refresh- 
ment. It was during the dramatic fii- 
buster. All that day he was forced to 
rule on questions of order an average 


a 


leaders on both gides of the contro- 
versy appealed to him to remain con- 
stantly in the chalir. 

“Tf you leave the chair for a mo- 
ment,” they said, “a riot is likely to 
occur. They all respect you, and there- 
by you can prevent trouble. 

After the prohibition bill was pass- 
ed, the leading advocate of that meas- 
ure offered a resolution praising the 
ability and impartiality of the speaker, 
and it was adopted unanimously by a 
rising vote of the house. In the light 
of the circumstances surrounding the 
incident, it was perhaps the most re- 
markable tribute ever paid a presiding 
officer of the legislature.

In 1908 Mr. Slaton was elected to the 
senate from the Fulton county district. 
He was bitterly opposed in the pri- 
mary, but won by a substantial ma- 
jority. He was elected president of 


In | 


the higher body by unanimous vote. 
He was re-elected to the senate in 
1910 and was again chosen presfding 
officer without opposition. 

When he completes this year’s serv- 
ice he will have been a presiding oft- 
ficer in the legislature for eight years, 
being elected four_times without op- 
position—-a distinction held by few 
(probably none) members of that body, 
either past or present. 

Saved Income Tax. 

Many incidents have made his ca- 
reer as state senator notable. Perhaps 
the most striking was his act in sav- 
ing the income tax amendment to the 
federal constitution. 

In 1910, when the amendment was up 
for ratification and had been passed 
by the house, the senate cast a tie 
vote upon it. Therefore, it was put 
up to President Slaton to say whether 
Georgia would indorse the measure 
which had been advocated in every 
democratic platform for a generation. 
He left the chair to explain his vote, 
and. his explanation provided one of 
the ablest arguments delivered in ad- 
vocacy of the measure. He voted fa- 
vorably, and by virtue of that vote the 
amendment was saved in Georgia and 
possibly in the country. 

When it} was generally reported that 
Governor Smith would be. a candidate 
for United States senator in 1#11, many 
thought Mr. Slaton would give his 
candidacy quiet encouragement in or- 
der to become acting governor. These 
prophets counted against their hosts, 
for Slaton opposed Smith's election by 
‘interviews and by vote, 

When Governor Smith resigned to 
accept the new place, Mr. Slaton be- 
came acting governor by virtue of his 
office as president of the senate. He 
didsnct offer for election, but supported 
Governor Brown. 


4s Governor Pre Tem. 


As acting governor during the closs 
of 1911 and the beginning of 1912, it 
became his duty to handle more than 
one-half the annual revenues of the 
gtate government. Despite the fact 
that he did not feel warranted in set- 
ting new policies, he did fix some prece- 
dents that were not only original, but 
valuable. 

One of these had to do with the’ pen- 
sions and the schools. He found more 
than $1,500,000: due the teachers on 
1911 accounts. Before they could be 
paid requisitions came in for 1912 pen- 
‘gions, amounting to more than that 
amount. He held that in neither law 
'nor morals could he pay 1912 bills be- 
lfore meeting 1911 claims, due and call- 
ied for.

It was not my desire to 
make any formal,announcement until 
after the presidential primary, being 
impressed, as I am, with the idea that 
the people preferred to consider one 
Campaign at a time.

a candidate, and at the appropriate 
time I shall enter upon a vigorous pre- 
sentation of my views on the issues 
which may be involved in the race. 

My record as a member of the gener- 
al assembly, as presiding officer of 
each house for two terms and as acting 
geovernor for a brief period, is an open 
book. If elected, I will continue to do 
all in my power to serve the best in- 
terests of the state. 

As governor it will be my special en- 
deavor to give the state an economical . 
and business-like administration of 
its affairs; to see, particularly, that the 
agricultural and educational interests 
receive that liberal support necessary 
to general progress; that every dollar 
expended on each department of gov- 
ernment shall yield to the people a gel- 
lar’s worth of efficient service, and 
that not one penny of the public reve- 
nues is used to promote private or po- 
litical interests. 

I shall seek the nomination on the 
time-honored principle of the ‘county 
unit system of selection, for I believe 
that this fundamental guarantee, in- 
tended for the equal protection of the 
rights of every community in the state 
and written into the constitution by 
our forefathers, should be inviolably 
preserved in the spirit as well as in the 
letter. 

Later on, I will prepare a statement 
dealing with all questions of public in- 
terest. Meanwhile, I declare my can- 
didacy for the office of governor for 
the term beginning in June, 1913, prom- 
ising if elected to devote my best ef- 
forts and concentrate my undivided en- 
ergies to the end that the state may 
be faithfully served.

Doctor Gives Damaging Evidence 
in Regard to Sister's Death 


New Orleans, March 16.—Declaring 
that never before had he found such 
a large quantity of crystallized mor- 
phine in a human bod®, Dr. A. lL. Metz, 
state chemist, testifying today in the 
case of Annie Crawford, charged with 
the death of her sister, Elise Craw- 
ford, by the administration of mor- 
phine tablets during her. illness last 
September, the defense received the 
most damaging evidence so far during 
the trial. Dr. Metz, who analyzed the 
organs of Elise shortly after her 
death, sald he had found 4% grains of 
the posion in her body. The defendant, 
who yesterday sat through the testi- 
mony of her aunt and sister with her 
heavy black vei Iraised, today drew it 
close about her face when Dr. Metz 
took the stand. 

Defendant Nervous. 

As he gave his testimony she evinced 
signs of nervousness and this was 
particularly noticeable when District 
Attorney St. Clair Adams held up the 
jars containing the mutilated portions 
of the organs upon which the chemi- 
cal exarnination had been made. 

In her statement to the district at- 
torney shortly after her arrest, Miss 
Crawford said she had given her sis- 
ter, Elise, three half-grain tablets by 
mistake, intending to give her cap- 
sules which contained calomel *and 
soda. . 

Today was the fifth day of the trial, 
the introduction of evidence having 
begun yesterday. After the receptacles 
containing the organs of the dead 
woman had been identified, Dr. Metz 
was called to the stand. After the 
witness had described the processes 
used in his analysis, he was asked by 
the district attorney:

N CHINA CAPITAL 


Rumors of Coming Attacks 
Scare: the People 


Pekin, March 16.—The situation In - 
the north remains critical. tumors of 
coming attacks on Pekin by Mongols 
and Manchus keep conditions panicky. 
Few except market shops. are open; 
the streets are almost deserted. Pres- 
ident Yuan Shi Kai cannot assemble 
enough troops in the north who will 
Obey him, to re-establish hig author- 
| ity. 

from Yuan's home town of Changte 
comes a report that the loyal troops 
are disarming looters and paying 
then a few dollars to return to their 
homes. Various sections are subscrib- 
ing thousands of dollars to pay the 
garrison soldiers to abstain from loot- 
ing. President Yuan has issued a 
proclamation reciting the duties of 
the soldiers to the state, and declaring 
that they should have pride enough in 
the. profession to Maintain its good 
name. But the Chinese army Is com- 
posed of mercenaries who have taken 
up arms onlhky because prospects are 
better in the army than in laboring as 
coolies. 

During the last week 
ments of American, French, German 
and British soldiers accompanied a 
car containing 600,000 taels from Tien 
Tsin to Pekin. This consignment of 
money came from the four pewers 
group of bankers to the Chinese 
tinance board. Another party of Amer- 
icdn marines served as a guard for 
100,000 taels which was taken from 
the ruins of a native bank and trans- 
ferred to an international bank The 
director of the native bank had set 
fire to his own premises when the 
place was entered by looting soldiers. 
He smoked the soldiers out, but only 
after a large sum of money had been 
stolen. 

Foreign bankefs have already 
vanced several sums to the Nanking 
and Pekin governments and have 
agreeq to carry the provisional gov- 
ernment financially for several

New York. March 
Father Knickerbocker'’s purse will be 
depleted to the extent of $224,000 by 
the primary election to be held in this 
city tem days hence. ‘fhis is the big- 
gest sum ever paid for a single day's 
election work and is double the amount 
that the primary was expected to cost. 

It is the size of the bill for the 
paper and printing of the ballots that 
has staggered the board of elections. 
Under the law each party must have 
a separate primary ballot. There are 
five regular parties in this city, and 
that means that five sets of ballots 
must be printed if there are candidates 
to be voted for in each of the sixty- 
three assembly districts of the city. 
In some districts, however, the social- 
ists have made up no primary ticket 
In others, the independent democrats 
have not, while in still others there 
will be no prohibition primary ticket. 
The democrats and republicans, 
eourse, have tickets in every assem- 
piy district. 

In the twenty-third assembly district 
the democratic ballot will be fourteen 
feet in length, The average length 
is eight feet. All ballots are twelve 
inches in width. One.of the reasons 
for the high cost of the printing of 
the ballots is that no printing press in 
the citv was large enough to print 
a fourteen-foot sheet of paper. As 
a result. the ballots in the large as- 
sembly districts will have to be pasted 
together by hand. 

There will be fiftv tons of green pa- 
per, equivalent to 25 truck loads used 
for the printing of the democratic bal- 
lots. The republican. ballots will ag- 
Pgregate more than 25 tons in weight.

Two ex-presidential candidates, 
Mr. Gaynor, minority mayor of 
New York, and Professor Wilson, 
occasional governor of New Jer- 
sey, have seen fit to accuse me of 
responsibility for their political 
demise. 

I am unworthy of such distinc- 
tion, and to the posthumous cor- 
respondence of these gentlemen I 
would like to add the following 
plain statement of fact: 

I am not a candidate for the 
presidency, as these gentlemen 
seem to fear. 

I am, however, 
the democratic cause, and I am 
anxious to see the democratic 
party nominate for the presiden- 
cy a genuine democrat and a Man 
who can be elected. 

Of course, in this connection 
no one seriously considers Mayor 
Gaynor for a moment. 

Professor Wilson, on the other 
hand, has some claim to consider- 
ation, but he must, and should 
properly be, considered from tne 
view-point of whether or not he 
is a genuine democrat, and. 
whether or not there is reasona- 
ble chance of his election. 

What is a genuine democrat? 

He is a man who loves and

After reading Professor Wil- 
son’s writings, listening to his 
speeches and endeavoring to form 
an unprejudiced estimate of tne 
man and his manner of thought, 
I am compelled to conclude that 
the distinguishing characteristics 
of Professor Wilson are that he 
habitually distrusts the people, 
has continually deprecated sucn 
great popular leaders as Wash- 
ington, Jefferson and Jackson, 
and has spent nine-tenths of his 
life in denouncing the program 
and propaganda of popular gov- 
| ernment that he now pretends to 
support. 
In my- honest judgment, there- 
| fore (which is the only thing that 
can guide my actions), Mr. Wil- 
son is not a democrat. 

He is not even a republican. 
He is a federalist. 

A democrat, I say is a man 
who sincerely believes in the es- 
sential justice and wisdom of pop- 
ular government. 

A republican is a man who be- 
lieves in popular government ex- 
cept where it interferes with his 
special privileges. 

But a federalist is a man who 
| distrusts the people and actually 
| desires to limit. and restrict the 
| people's power in government. 

At present no federalist party 

exists in the United States, but 

federalists exist. 
These Yederalists may call 
| themselves democrats or may 
call themselves republicans, but 
in sentiment and sympathy they | 
are federalists. They think as 
federalists, and when not appeal- 
ing to the people for political sup- 
port they act and speak and write 
as federalists. 

Alexander Hamilton was the 
leader of the federalist move- 
ment, the founder of the federal- 
ist idea, and an exaggerated and 
exalted estimate of Hamilton is 
the natural and inevitable char.- 
acteristic of the federalist dis- 
ciple. 

Professor Wilson, in his “Hig. 
tory of the American People,” 
says of Hamilton: 

“Hamilton was above all a 
statesman. He believed in a cen- 
tralized government; that the

It was under similar conditions 
conducive to genuine expression 
of actual sentiment that Profes- 
sor Wilson reflected upon Wash- 
ington and said: 

“Tt is for any one who likes the 
sinister suggestion to that 
Washington’s ardor for the occu- 
pancy of the western country was 
that of the land speculator, not 
that of the statesman.” 

It was under similar conditions 
that Professor Wilson wrote of 
Jefferson, the founder of the dem- 
ocratic party: 

“Mr. Jefferson was an aristo- 
crat who deliberately practiced 
the arts of the politician, and ex- 
hibited oftentimes the sort of In- 
sincerity which subtle natures 
vield to without loss‘of essential 
integrity.” 

And again, 
Jefferson a guide 
watching.”

Now, just and gentle reader, 
whether you approve of Profes- 
sor Wilson’s admiration for Ham- 
ilton and Hamilton's federalistic 
policies, or whether you do not; 
whether you approve of Profes- 
sor Wilson’s aspersions upon 
Washington, Jefferson and Jack- 
son and other popular leaders, or 
whether you do not; whether you 
approve of Professor Wilson's air 


of sniffy superiority and his ap- 
parent contempt for the plainer 
and poorer people, and for their 
idols and ideals, or whether you 


do not; whether you approve of 
Professor Wilson's attitude on all 
of these matters, or not; you 
must admit that it is not a dem- 
ocrat’s attitude; that these are 
not utterances of a genuine demo- 
crat. 


Let us do full justice to Pro- 
fessor Wilson, however. Let us 
give him the benefit of every 
doubt. 


Perhaps Professor Wilson wrote 
and thought and spoke and 
taught as a federalist for the 
fifty years before he became a 
candidate for the presidency and 
then actually and suddenly was 
transformed into a genuine demo- 
crat six weeks after he became 
a candidate for the presidency. 


Perhaps so; but can I honestly 
believe that he was so speedily 
transformed? Can you believe it? 


Suppose a man had spoken dis- 
paragingly of you for fifty years 
and then hae decided to try to 
borrow some money from you, 
and had thereupon spoken pleas- 
antly of you? 

Could vou believe that he was 
really vour friend, or would you 
shrewdly suspect that he was 
only trying to flatter you into do- 
ing him a favor? 

Would you think that you were 
quite safe in entrusting important 
matters deeply affecting your in- 
terests to his hands? 

And, if I were your personal 
adviser, as a conscientious pub- 
lisher is a trusted adviser of the 
public, would I be doing my duty 
to you if I advised you to entrust 
too much to this changeable man 
until I felt sure that he had be 
‘come really your friend and was 
‘not merely pretending to be? 

I have a high conception of my 
journalistic duties and responsi- 
bilities, and I adhere to that con- 
ception with devotion and without 
deviation. 


If I were convinced that Pro- 
fessor Wilson were a genuine 
democrat, capable of being elect- 
ed to the presidency, and of con- 
ducting the great office in the in- 
terests of the people, I would un- 
reservedly advise the people to 
support him. 

But, being unconvinced of this, 
I will not advise 
support him, let all the dogs from 
Spot to Cerberus howl as they 
will. 

There are enthusiastic support- 
ers of Professor Wilson that be- 
lieve him to be a second Saul of 
Tarsus, who has seen a great light 
and been actually converted. I 
do not believe it. 

There are many definite differ- 
ences between Professor Wilson 
and St. Paul. 

The great light that St. Paul 
saw was not a light of personal 
preferment, was not a light of 
public office, was not a light of 
material advantage. 

St. Paul abandoned material 
consideration to follow his con- 
victions, he did not merely change 
his convictions to secure honor 
and position. 

He sacrificed himself to benefit 
the people; he did not merely 
seek to use the people to advance 
himself.~ He left his home and 
his people and went out into the 
world to do good, and did not 
begin by asking a pension from 
Herod. 

Neither did he draw a salary 
from the government while neg- 
lecting the duties of office and 
devoting his time to his personal 
advancement. 

The constant intrusion of cer- 
tain pieces of silver into the ca- 
reer of our modern convert is 
more suggestive of a Judas than 
of a Saint Paul, 

Fifally, not only Saint Paul's 
acts, but Saint Paul’s words, rang 
true. 

Saint Paul spoke clearly and 
fearlessly whatever he thought, 
and every follower was able to 
understand exactly what he 
meant. 

But who can know or state 
with any definiteness what Pro- 
fessor Wilson actually thinks of 
the leading questions. of the day? 

At the Jackson Day harmony 
dinner in Washington, in the 
midst of the utter silence Pro- 
fessor Wilson insists upon be- 
fore he begins his address, a 
sturdy western democrat at one 
of the tables said so all could 
hear:

He was not asked to explain 
his altered attitude on many pro 
gressive policies. 

He was only asked to state 
definitely what he thought that 
night. 

He did not explain definitely 
and he never does explain defi- 
nitely. 

He asks all democrats to for-. 
get his past attitude, but is not 
willing to make them understand 
his present one. 


Professor Wilson has made 
more speeches than all the other 
candidates for the presidency in 
all the other parties combined 
and still he has not yet been able 
definitely to state what he really 
believes. 


To those who ask for bread 
Professor Wilson distributes the 
polished pebbles of his oratory. 
They may be brilliant, they may 
be beautiful, but they are not 
bread; they are but stones. 


Professor Wilson, who former- 
ly ridiculed and reviled the initia- 
tive, referendum, the recall and 
direct nominations and educated 
his students to oppose these 
popular measures, now says that 
he believes in the initiative in a 
way, and in direct nominations 
under certain conditions. ~ He 
thinks that the tariff is an issue 
but he has been unable clearly to 
formulate his tariff program. 


He concedes that the trust 
question is the leading one, but 
he has been unwilling clearly to 
explain how he purposes to deal 
with the trust question. Profes- 
sor Wilson modifies every state- 
ment, qualifies every utterance, 
and stands nicely balanced on 
every issue, ready to retreat or 
advance as occasion requires. 
To my mind he is a perfect jack- 
rabbit of politics, perched upon 
his little hillock of expediency, 
with ears erect and nostrils dis- 
tended, keenly alert to every 
scent or sound and ready to run 
and double in any direction on 
the slightest intimation of dan- 
ger. 


If Professor Wilson's incon- 
sistencies and contradictions, his 
undemocratic. and unamerican 
utterances, should not become 
sufficiently . well-known before 
the convention to prevent his 
nomination, they will certainly 
become well enough known dur- 
ing the campaign to prevent his 
election. 

And while defeat at the polls is 
not what the democrat desires, 
that defeat would certainly be 
better for the party in the long 
run than the election of a man 
who is not in heart and action 
a democrat. 


The whole trouble with Pro- 
fessor Wilson is that he is not 
a democrat and does not. know 
how to be a democrat. His demo- 
cratic pose is assumed and, there- 
fore, awkward and unnatural. 


He is a fish out of water. In 
the pursuit of his ambitions he 
has left the federalistic element 
in which he knew how to swim 
and has come out upon the demo- 
cratic land upon which he does 
not know how to walk. As a can- 
didate for president he would be 
a pitiful disapointment.- 

As an actual .-president he 
would-be a positive-danger to his. 
party aztd to. the: country. A demo- 
cratic president “who is not a 
democrat would be a failure, ard 
the failure of an administration 
for which the democratic party 
could be held..responsible would 
mean the expulsion of democracy 
from power for another score of 
years. 

These are my reasons for ae 
supporting Professor Wilson, 
They may or may not be sound, 
At least they are not selfish. 

I have a fairly accurate faculty 
for detecing frauds, as Mayor 
Schmitz and Mayor Gaynor, as 
Senator Bailey and Senator For- 
aker, as District Attorney Jerome 
and Governor Dix can testify.

The story of the tragedy, as related 
by the small boys in the neighborhood, 
Playmates of both Rik ard and Oliver, 
and by Josephine Davis, the only sis- 
ter of the two boys, tells just 
the accident happened.

The boxing commission has accom- 
plished a great deal of good since as- 
suming charge in New York and in in- 
troducing a number of new rules and 
regulations to govern the sport creates 
he impression that its members are 
heartily in favor of any reform that 
tends towards the uplift of professional 
boxing.

HIS PLAYING DAYS 
ARE NOT RECALLED 


Only a Hazy Recollection of 
Smith When He Chased 
Flies. 


BY W. G. FOSTER 
(Sporting Editor Chattanooga Times.) 

Strange to relate, it’s not possible at 
this late date to write much of Billy 
Smith, the player. * 

The fans have become so thoroughly 
used to Billy Smith, the manager, that 
they could hardly realize that Billy 
was once a real ball tosser. * 

Billy himself doesn't remember his 
playing days with any great degree of 
fullness. He can't give you his early 
averages. He says he thinks he has 
them up in Springfield in his scrap- 
book, -but he hasn't looked at them in 
long he doesn't know much. about 
them, 

The truth of the matter is ‘that 
Billy's success as a manager has so 
completely overshadowed his success 
s a Player that the latter has been 
forgotten, 

Billy ran a race with the best of 
them. in active service. He played in 
the outfield from 1893 continuously and 


-regularly up until 1906, fourteen con- 


secutive seasons. He played but a few 
games in 1907 and then took to the 
bench, pxeeferring to send his “pupils” 
out in the fleld. Fifteen years of 
playing, during which he batted con- 
istently in the neighborhood of .300 
and chased the flies with success, show 
that Billy's ability as a manager has 
foundation tn real experience. 

The same has happened to manv 
other managers. Most of the fans 
have forgotten that once on a time 
Connie Mack was a rather ordinary 
catcher with Pittsburg and later led 
the Pirates, unsuccessfully. Several 
other big league pilots didn’t make 
such a huge noise with the big stick, 
but they are there, neverthless, in the 
managing end of the game. ’ 

So it happens that biography of 
Billy Smith has little to do with 
ability as a player. With only one 
professional season back of him, he 
blossomed out as a real, livé manager 
and thus early demonstrated that his 
talent lay rather in judging ball play- 
ers, handling them and din Ble the 
plays on the fleld than it did in playing 
the game, though he Was no slouch in 
the active service.

Atlanta had won the 
i'morning game and Manager Smith was 
anxious to cop the afternoon contest 
and make it two straight. 

For several days previous the At- 
lanta papers had announced that “Doc’”’ 
Childs, a Jackson, Ga., native son, 
who was with the Crackers that sea- 
son, would twirl the afternoon game. 
A special train from Jackson brought 
about 500 from Jackson—practically 
the entire male population of the 
town—-and they were all out at the 
yard pullfhe for their townsman. 

Game Was Close. 

The game proved to be nip and tuck 
during the early innings. Atlanta 
scored twice before the fifth inning, 
while Nashville had failed to get a 
man as far as third base. That Childs 
was “getting by” was due principally 
to great support and lucky. playg be- 
hind him. <At any. rate, the Cracker 
Players declared afterward that he 
had nothing but the proverbial prayer 
and a glove.

“Jockeys, the same as men in other 
lines of work, have their own methods 
of keeping ‘in form.’ Riders, like box- 
ers, have to keep down to weight, or 
lose out. In fact, we are compelled tu 
stay ‘bantamweights’ or, giving up rid- 
ing, take to something elsé less profit- 
able, 

“I have laid out a system for my- 
self since I entered the game a few 
years ago. Instead of lying around 
and taking things easy when I have 
no engagements on the track, I either 


so hunting or fishing» At every meet- 
ing where I have ridden there has been 
ample opportunity for one of these 
sports, and sometimes both. I etay 
Out of doers as much as possible, do 
lots of walking, eat as much as I want 
and find I have no difficulty in keep- 
ing around 103 pounds. I could, of 
course, take on a little more weight 
without hurting me any, and prob- 
ably will do so before I get much 
Older. At present I am only 19 years 
of age. 

“The lghter you are the — better 
chance you have to win races, provid- 
ed you can keep your full strength. 
Some riders, I have noticed, train so 
hard tn reducing their weight that they 
take away a lot of their strength and 
endurance. This puts them under a 
heavy handicap in a hard race. If, by 
any chance, they are mounted on a 
horse which is difficult to manage, 
these boys take a big chance of losing 
control. Rather than reduce myself 
by such methods I would quit the track 
for good. 


No Reason for Flesh. 


There is no reason for a comparative- 
ly light man to take on flesh if he 
rides in an average number of races, 
lives out of doors and takes other ex- 
ercise besides riding alone, Perhaps 
if I didn’t care so much for hunting 
and fishing I would try something else. 
Sore men at the tracks laugh at me 
when I say fishing is an exercise, But 
when you walk several miles at a brisk 
pace to the fishing spot, walk up and 
down the bank casting and working 
the reel constantly. I claim you’ve put 
in a good bit of exercise. If there are 
any who doubt it let them try this 
stunt just once. 

When it comes to hunting a fellow 
has to cover a lot of ground if the 
birds or rabbits are scarce. Even when 
the woods and grass are full of game 
you cover a lot of ground in a morn- 
ing or an afternoon. Another thing— 
this recreation takes your mind off the 
track. A boy is likely to grow stale 
if he thinks only of riding and hang- 
ing around the _ stables. Moreover, 
there is a tendency to sit down and 
play.cards or something like that. Such 
doings do not keep you in shape for 
the hard grind of the track and have 
a tendency to make the rider nervous.

labors. I'm young yet, and, if I keep 
my health and strength, should be in- 
dependent when I’m through. 

Of course, there’s not so much money 
to be earned these days as when the 
game was good in New York, Chicago, 
New Orleans, St. Louis, Hot Springs 
and the coast. The purses and stakes 
are not as high, and our galaries are 
not as good. Accordingly, we have to 
work harder for what we do get.

AFFECTED STOCKS 


Market Was Checked in Its 
Upward Movement of 
Prices. 


New York, March 16.—An alarmist‘ 
note from London, hinting. at some 
S'’ave international crisis, probably 
was responsible for the arrest in the 
upward movement of our stock market 
today. This nota intimated some dan- 
Ber to the peace of Europe and was 
Supposed to deal more directly with 
Russia and Austria. 
Bankers with influential foreign con- 
nections professed ignorance of the 
Subject, but freely admitted that po- 
litical and industrial conditions in 
England and on the continent are not 
altogether hopeful at this time. Aban- 
donment by the British court of pro- 
posed visits to the continent bore di- 
rectly upon this Situation. 

American securities were distinctly 
weak in London, Where a further 
Slump in Various industrials was wit- 
nessed. The speculative account in 
that market, especially in mining 
shares, Clearly is much overextended, 
and today’s heaviness reached the 
Silt-edged railway issues. 

Opening prices here recorded one 


Point losses in Atchison, Southern Pa- 
cific, Amalgamated Copper and Ana- 
conda Copper. Later, Erie common, 
United States Steel and other recently 
active issues declined abruptly, while 
Illinois Central fell 3 points, on doubts 
if the dividend would be’ maintained. 
There was Some recovery from the 
early decline, but this was followed by 
another selling movement, with in- 
creased activity® In fact, such energy 
the list displayed during today's 
brief session was altogether at the ex- 
pense of prices. 

Today's low level obliterated a large 
part of the week's gains and in some 
Cases all advantage was lost. Low 
priced railway issues and minor indus- 
trials were relatively stronger than 
Standard stocks. Among these was 
Missouri Pacific, which added to its 
rise of the preceding day.

A Dainty Breakfast 

The fruit should be cold, but not 
too icy, except in midsummer. Cocoa 
or chocolate, if one likes it, should be 
taken in preference to tea or coffee. 
Eggs are so well known a quantity 
that not much need be said of them, 
though one particularly successful 
combination of poached eggs and 
minced chicken may be mentioned; 
only the white meat of a roasted 
chicken is used, stewed in Bechamel 
sauce (half a pint of the sauce to the 
white meat of half a fowl); place the 
poached egg on a canape of bread, 
fried in butter, which in turn place on 
the creamy chicken.

PLANT MORE IN FOOD CROPS 


-C. C. Bass, of Reme, one of the 
largest supply merchants of north 
Georgia, was at Rock Hill head- 
quarters yesterday and, speaking of 
the movement for reduction of cotton 
acreage in his section, said: 

“Our farmers will plant more ground 
in food crops this year than usual. 
They are going to reduce their cot- 
ton acreage and they will plant more 
corn ang oats. Our fall oats had a 
hard winter. Where the see@ was 
s0wn broadcast the crop seems to 
have been killed by the freezes. The 
seeq planted in open furrows stood 
the winter better, but [I am afraid 
the stand is not going tobe very good, 
We can plant oats for some time yet. 

“Two of our leading bankers start- 
ed a movement two years ago to in- 
duce the farmers to raise more corn 
and prizes were offered with g00d 
results. One of our farmers has a 
record of 110 bushels of corn per acre. 
| Prizes Afe Offered, 

‘“This yvear prizes. amounting to 
$350. have been offered. Our aim is 
to get every farmer to plant enough 
corn, wheat and oats and to make 
enough hay to do him. [I am in the 
‘supply business, but I would rather 
see our farmers selling grain and 
meat and hay than buying.” 

J. F. Cook, president of the Citizens’ 
Bank, of McRae, writes to Frank Wel- 
@on that if the rains continue ten days 
longer the reduction of cotton acreage 
in Telfair county will be 50 per cent. 
“We are forty davs behind now with 
our farm work,” Mr. Cook says, ‘and 
our farmers will not be able to plow 
for a week, even if we have no more 
rain.” 

Hon. A. B. Lovett, of Svivania, writes 
that on account of rain and scarcity of 
labor, the cotton acreage in Screven 
county will be cut at least 10 per cent 
this year.

Some estimate that the world will 
carry over 4,000,000 bales of American 
cotton from the 1911 crop. 


“I cannot figure how the world can 
consume more than 9,900,000 bales of 
the south’s 1912 crop. It is true that! 
the crop has been sold, probably at an | 
average of 9 to 9% cents, but the 
farmers have not sold it. They have 
not even started to plow the ground. 
The sellers figured, of course, that 
they would be able to buy the new 
crop under 914 cents, and, if the south 
makes another bumper crop, the seil- 
ers will be able to buy it away below 
that. figure.”

S. B. Turman, one of the most proml- 
nent real estate men in the city, who 
is completing the last year of his first 
term as county commissioner, has an- 
nounced his candidacy for re-election. 

Both his term and that of Judge H. 
Kk. W. Palmer will] expire on January 1, 
1913. Commissioner Turman was made 
chairman of the board after but one 
year’s serVice, and is now chairman 
of the county police committee. He 
served two years out of three as chair- 
man of the public works committee, 
directing the work of the convicts, 
while in his position on the county 
police committee he is actively con- 
nected with the body which was so 
highly commended -by . the retiring 
grand jury a week ago. 

Mr. Turman is one of the most pop- 
ular men in Fulton county and holds 
the record in this county for-the larg- 
est vote ever cast for a county 
commissioner—-either with or without 
opposition—receiving 11,500 votes out 
of the total of 14,500 in the last elec- 
tion.

Work Done by County. 


In speaking of the work done by the 
county during the past few years, 
‘ommissioner Turman sald:

road, paving a portion of Peachtree 
‘oad between Buckhead and the county 
line, the Cheshire Bridge road, and 
Mason avenue; resurfacing a portion 
of Ponce de Leon avenue, paving Mari- 
etta street from North avenue to How- 
el] station; the county’s portion to- 
wards bullding the Bellwoo@ avenue 
viacluct, to be paid for in cash; grading 
DeFoor'’s Ferry road, now under way; 
the paving Chattahoochee avenue on 
account of the city water main, com- 
pleting the road from Adamsville north 
to Bolton; the grading and paving of 
the Adamsville road from Adamsville 
to the river; resurfacing and repaving 
the old and worn-out portions of the 
Sandtown and Campbellton road and 
completing the Campbellton road from 
Ben Hill to the county line; conneoting 
the Sandtown road and Adamsville 
road; finishing the East Point road, 
repairing it and overgauling it from 
East Point to Hapeville and College 
Park; grading the old Newnan road to 
be followed as s00On as possible with 
pavement; grading and connecting the 
road from East Point through to Mr.

C. Elmer Smith and his worse than midnight marauders, who have in- 
vaded the proudest among the southern sisterhood of states to place a foul 
blot on Georgia’s honor, love Georgia as Judas Iscariot loved the lowly 
Nazarene when he sold his Lord for a handful of silver! 

CC. Elmer Smith and his gang of Italian banditti, who have invaded 
Georgia to destroy Jehovah’s shrine on the granite hills of this great state, 
love Georgia as Benedict Arnold loved that flag which’today waves over 
land and sea—pledge that the patriot’s dream of liberty shall live—proph- 
ecy that the hope of men shall not be dimmed' 

C. Elmer Smith and his gang of barbarians, who have invaded Georgia 
in the name of progress, to seize the people’s property at Tallulah, in de- 
fiance of law amd of enlightened civilization, have earned an undying place 
for themselves with the Vandals of Italy, the barbarians of Rome and all 
the Judas Iscariots who have crucified innocent Nazarenés and all the Ben- 
edict Arnolds who have betrayed their country’s honor, since God said 
“Let there be light.” 

While countless streams in Georgia roll idly to the sea, holding 
enough power to turn all the mills, pull all the trolleys, light and heat 
all the towns ef this republic for ten thousand years to come, C. Elmer 
Smith, with his tainted gold, invades Georgia to try to subsidize press, 
state- house officers and Georgia legislature; while he perpetrates spolia- 
tion which would be prevented by the armed forces of every other gOv- 
ernment of the earth. 

But C. Elmer Smith should listen! Listen! 

There has been awakening in the American republic—an awaken- 
ing the like of which came when the minute men of Concord fired the 
shot which was heard around the world—an awakening the like of which 
came when at the first tap of the drum in ’61, the strong men of this land 
gathered beneath that flag—please God our flag forever—the flag of 
Lincoln; and that banner of tender memories—the banner of the great 
lost cause of American history! 

The men whose blood has reddened the soil of this republic have in 
this hour spoken for the honor of it, and C. Elmer Smith and his crowd 
are more ignorant than I think, if they have not heard that voice which 
has sounded in the ears of every true American—thp voice of the God 
who still writes His decree in the rainbows above Tallulah—the God who 
has. thundered through the weak strength of a woman, and throfgh a 
mighty nation of awakened patriots who have written across the bosom 
of the stars in a light luminous and unchanging as the southern cross. 

The gold-lust of C. Elmer Smith and his vandals would place the brand 
of commerce on. the cross upon which a dying Lord hung two thousand 
years ago, if thereby ,they might gather in unearned millions with which 
to buy palace yachts and pay membership fees in fashionable clubs! 

But Tallulah Falls shall not be sacrificed to the materialism of an age 
of gold! 

Let Switzerland plant dynamite underneath her Alps and. blow into a 
million atoms starward the regal coronet of Mount Blanc—if it will put 
money into her purse! 

Let Italy drain Como to the lees, if she needs the wine of beauty to 
irrigate her vineyards! 

Let Ireland dedicate Killarney to the manufacture of ice, if the crys- 
tallized waters of her matchless lake will bring a fair price in the world’s 
market! 

But this republic intends to stand guard and to keep vigil upon. the 
ramparts of Tallulah—to write in the rainbows which arch these falls that 
they are not for sale-—and to give this iniquitous corporation to under- 
stand that, even in an age when money rules and when morals rot, there 
are some things in the universe of God upon which the dollar mark can- 
not be put! 

C. Elmer Smith and his compatriots have been casting about to find 
who was furnishing me with the nearly two thousand dollars which At- 
lanta’s two big dailies have charged me for advertising space in my fight 
to save Tallulah Falls to the American people. They do not comprehend 
that this sum could be offered from my own slender -resources, on the 
altar of country! 

C. Elmer Smith and his compatriots know no more about that love 
of righteousness and of country, which is placed above the love of gold, 
than a blind man knows about light or a deaf man knows about sound. 

C. Elmer Smith and his compatriots, Listen! Listen! 

In this republic’s hall of fame there stand today—-Washington, who 
placed, a new flag on land and sea! Lincoln, who kept the flag of the 
fathers in the skies! Lee, who lost all save honor, in defense of prin- 
ciples for which he was willing to die! 

The blood which has reddened the tilt yards of chivalry on the North 
American continent, since that dim hour when Columbus unfurled the 
colors of Spain on our shores, is not running weal® and white in the 
veins of the men and women of this nation today! 

C. Elmer Smith and his compatriots should take notice! 

A Georgian reporter, who interviewed me the other day, was amazed 
at the mass of law and evidence in my possession and inquired why the 
legal side had not been made public. 2 

My limited resources have not permitted me to buy the space nec- 
essary to present a legal argument. And this indeed is something for 
the courts, over which the people have no jurisdiction. 

I desired to appeal from the laws made by men to the higher equities 
established by the God of the universe before the puny arrogance of 
man had assumed to found human governments. 


One of the eternal equities which mankind recognizes in this hour 
when the sun is high in the heavens, is the entitlement of humanity, 
as long as the world lasts, to shrines like Tallulah Falls which the Divine 
Architect has set apart as places for meditation and for prayer: 


But for the benefit of those materialists to whom things must be 
proven—who must place their fingers in’the scars of a risen Lord before 
they can believe, it should be sufficient to submit one fact of law as 
unshakable: as the rock of Gibraltar. 5 

Fractional lots 183 and 193 of the thirteenth district of Habersham 
county, Georgia, are situated: southwest of the Tallulah river. 

Between the river and these lots: as surveyed and marked with monu- 
ments and corner stations is a eonsiderable tract of intervening land 
of wild and  picturesqye beauty; Tallulah Falls are situate either 
in this tract of intervening land or in the river opposite these lots: and 
the ownership of this intervening land is the real question in issue, such 
ownership carrying with: it the Tallulah river (understood to be non- 
navigable) to its middle. thread. 


In order to determine in whom the owneship of this intervening tract 
of land is vested it is necessary to ascertain the true northeast boundary 
line of these fractions as defined by the legislature of the state and as 
laid out and platted by the surveyor general of the state under the limi- 
tations of the legislature, copies of which plats were directed by the 
legislature to be annexed to the grants to the original grantors and which 
it is understood form the only description aside from number and dis- 
trict of the original grants in question. 


'sAs subsequent grantees could take no more than the” original gran- 
tors took from the state, and this intervening tract is understood never 
to have been granted by the state unless it was embraced in the grants 
of fractional lots 183 and 193 originally made by the state, and unless so 
included remains the property of the state, the inquiry is confined to 
the ascertainment of the northeast boundary of these lots and thereby 
the inclusion or exclusion of this intervening tract in the original grants 
of these fractional lots. * ) 
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LAH, THE | EN OF WATERFALLS, APPEALS 
TO THE WEEKLY PRESS, GUARDIANS OF THE NATION’S CITADELS 
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In the year 1828 the legislature of Georgia passed an act entitled 
“An Act to add a part of the county of Habersham to the county of 
Rabun,” which act reads: 

“Section 1. Be it efiacted, etc., That from and after the passage of 
this act, that so much of the county of Habersham as lies north and 
east of a line beginning near the upper end of the falls on Tallulah 
river at the corner of fraction number one hundred and eighty-three in 
the thirteenth district of said county of Habersham, thence -the river 
(ridge) a northwest: direction dividing the water of said river Tallulah 
and the waters of Panther creek, Deep creek, Seque creek, until said 
dividing ridge intersects or strikes what is called Blair’s line thence on 
said Blair’s line until’ the same strikes’ Wild Cat creek, the line dividing 
Rabun from Habersham county, the same being a part of the thirteenth 
district. of Habersham county, be added to and become a part of the 
county of Rabun; any law to the. contrary nothwithstanding.” (Dawson's 
Compilation, 140.) i 

Note that the act transfers from Habersham to Rabun so much of 
the territory of Habersham as lies northeast of a line BEGINNING 
“NEAR the UPPER END of the FALLS QF TALLULAH river AT the 
CORNER OF FRACTION NUMBER ON HUNDRED AND EIGHTY- 
THREE in the thirteenth district of said county of Habersham,” the 
identical fractional lot 183 the boundary of which we are seeking to learn. 
Note that the whole of the boundary line between the counties is not 
changed and therefore in transferring a part there must be a beginning 
or start at the old boundary line the unchanged part of which remains 
as before. The BOUNDARY LINE OF LOT 183 ITSELF between the 
counties remains unchanged, as does also that of the adjoining fraction 
193, but in making the departure from that identical boundary line the 
legislature states it shall be Where? “At the corner of fraction number 
one hundred and. eighty-three” and not AT the Falls, but NEAR the 
Falls. And where is this corner more specifically? This question is 
answered by the Supreme Court of Georgia in the case of Rabun county 
v. Habersham county (79 Ga., 248-253), October term, 1887, the court 
there deciding that the word “river” in the clause “thence the river” as 
in the act as enrolled, was a manifest clerical error and that the word 
“ridge” should have been used; that the line contemplated was a “ridge 
line, that is, a line having a RIDGE as a NATURAL BOUNDARY FROM 
the STARTING POINT to Blair’s line,” or, in other words, A RIDGE 
WHICH IS THB NATURAL BOUNDARY LINE ON LOT 183. It further 
describes this natural ridge boundary corner as the “surveyor’s corner,” 
and indicates that the same is on a prong of the ridge of lot 183. 

The line had originally been surveyed under the act of 1828 as be 
ginning 3 degrees north of west of said point. Action was brought by 
Rabun county to set aside said survey; the lower court sustained the survey, 
whereupon Rabun moved for a new trial, alleging as error the refusal 
of the court to make this charge: : 
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“The act of 1828 is the law of this boundary. That act mentions but 
one line between the corner of fraction No. 183 and Blair’s line. One 
terminus of that line is at the corner of the fraction; the other terminus 
is at Blair’s line. The line in question is not an air line, but a ridge 
line. All the way the act calls for a NATURAL BOUNDARY, that is, 
A RIDGE, FROM THE STARTING POINT to Blair’s line. If there should 
be such a ridge and the general bearing of it be a northwest direction, 
that is the boundary contemplated by this act. If the SURVEYOR’'S 
CORNER OF THE FRACTION IS UPON THAT RIDGE, though not on 
the crest or top of it, THERE COULD BE NO LBAVING OF THE 
RIDGE IN THE FIXING OF THAT line. It matters not if the ridge has 
more than one branch or prong, if there be a prong at the corner of this 
fraction.” 

The supreme court of Georgia upon appeal 

to charge— 
“which was refused by the court below, embodied a proper. con- 
struction of the act of 1828, and should have been given to the jury. It 
states what we hold to be the true meaning,of the legislature, and a line 
which does not conform to this construction cannot be the correct boun- 
dary between the two counties.” 

The judgment of the lower court was reversed, the erroneous survey 
ordered vacated and set aside, and the true boundary line left to be de- 
termined in accordance with this decision. 

Incidentally the court in passing (p. 250) states: 

“For more than half a century the boundary fixed by this act was 
not surveyed, but the rapid development within the past few years of 
this MOST PICTURESQUE PORTION of the state has made it important 
to the two counties to know exactly where the true line that divides 
them is located.” 

One end of the boundary of lot 183 being conclusively established 
as on the surveyor’s corner on the ridge, we are amply warranted in 
concluding that the ridge as continued to be surveyed along the north- 
eastern boundary of said lot and the adjoining lot 193 is the true boundary 
of said lots. This being the case the intervening tract of land between 
these lots and the river is beyond said boundary and was therefore not 
embraced in the original grants of said lots and did not pass from the 
original grantors to the presént grantees and is still the property of the 
state of Georgia, including Tallulah river to its middle thread. 

As announced in the supreme court decision of 1887, for more than 
half a century the picturesque portion of Georgia in which is situated Tal- 
lulab Falls and river was not surveyed. During this period Tallulah river 
was supposed, by the people and by the surveyor general of Georgia, 
to be the boundary between the counties of Habersham and Rabun. The 
river being accepted as the bofindary,' the surveys of the two counties 
had no connection and were made in entirely different ways, and on 
both sides of the river ttre lot lines stopped high on the bluffs, as will 
undoubtedly be clearly shown by the survey which has been made re 
cently by the University of Georgia. 

The surveys were not made continuous from high bluff to high bluff, 
through the gorge and river; inasmuch as the bluffs were supposed to be. 
in different counties, and the river ‘to be the boundary. There is nothing 
in the various acts of the legislature under which the grants were made 
to indicate that it was ever the intention of this state to part with the 
wonderful natural landmark, which was the theme of her poets and his- 
torians, and immortalized in the traditions of the western hemisphere, 
long before Columbus sailed through the columns of Hercules in quest of 
new lands. 

C. Elmer Smith and his compatriots fought the survey for almost 
a year in all the dirty ways that big business knows how to fight 
righteousness! :

policy on the part of a state to destroy valuable investment. 

But C. Elmer Smith and his crowd have spent their money, know- 
ingly, on property which belongs to Georgia; during months in which 
their tainted dollars have been poured out in the effort to’ prevent a 
survey of that property; and thereby to defeat the ends of justice.

“Premier Asquith will not push 
home rule for Ireland through the 
house ef commons as a matter of pol- 
icy, Dut because he and the democracy 
of England which he represents real- 
ize that the cause of Irish home rule 
is a righteous cause, and that it means 
not only prosperity for Ireland, but a 
strengthening of the British empire. 

“Tl wish to take this opportunity to 
Say that had it not been for the loyal 
support of the Irishmen and their de- 
scendants in the United States it 
would not have been possible to bring 
home to the English people “the abso- 
lute justice of Ireland's cause. Not 
only have Irish-Americans supported 
the cause of home rule with their 
purses, but their moral support has 
done more than any other one thing to 
convince the people of England that 
the cause of imperialism would be bet- 
ter served by doing justice to Ireland 
than in any other way. I am fully 
confident not only that home rule for

NEGROES AND THE “CLEAN UP” CAMPAIGN. 


One of the most significant features developed by the “clean 
up and keep clean” campaign, suggested by The Constitution and 
aken up with vigor by the sanitary department, the board of health 
and the chamber of commerce, is the need for applying high press 
ure measures in many of the negro quarters of the ciiy. Testi- 
mony from inspectors is to the effect that notwithstanding strin- 
eent ordinances and the attempt to enforce them, negroes violate 
sanitary regulations right and left and defy attempts to better con- 
ditions. 

Disease and contagion respect no line of racial demarcation. 
The negro afflicted with tuberculosis, typhoid or any other trans- 
missible disease is a positive menace to every white person with 
whom he comes in contact. The insanitary negro hovel is a focal 
point for the distribution of germs of every nature, regardless of 
the fact that it may be surrounded by the residences of white peo- 
ple who observe sanitation religiously. 

If extra money is needed to secure rigid enforcement of the 
garbage-can, the earth-closet, the stable and other ordinances in the 
negro quarters, it should be forthcoming, even though emergency 
methods are required. It will avail almost nothing to clean up the 
premises of white persons and to insist that they be kept clean, if 
disease-breeding dirt is allowed to accumulate in nearby or distant

The 
soundness of the method has been unanswerably demonstrated in 
Germany and other European countries, and the advantages ate 
manifold. The farmer of small as well as of large means secures 
money for improvements and investments at a rate of interest he 
would not be able to command at any other source, if, indeed, he 
could borrow the money upon any terms with land as his security. 

The effect of the introduction of such a system into this coun- 
try would be to stimulate farming and the welfare of the farmer in 
a wonderful degree. Administered with due restrictions and safe- 
guards, the establishment of land-mortgage banks could be open 
to no plausible objection. The farmer has long enough been 
placed at a disadvantage with the merchant, the business man gen- 
erally in the matter of borrowing money. Land 1s his sole asset, 
and it is frequently a stauncher one than securities upon which 
small-interest loans are unquestioningly made. Yet, because of 
tradition, growing out of the mushroom period of land inflation and 
the absence of a definite standard of land values, he stands penal- 
ized. These two conditions having been long outgrown, it is time 
to lift the ban. The Gronna resolution is an apt preliminary to 
that end.

It is a peculiar development of 
French criminal life that the Increase 
in crime its largely among juveniles, 

In 1910, there were 600,000 
offenses, and in the last five vears the 
number of juvenile offenders has 1la- 
creased by 20 per cent. What is most 
remarkable is, that a larger percentage 
of serious crmes are comrnitted by ju- 
veniles. Last vear, out of every 100,000 
adults overtwenty-one, two were sen-e 
tenced for murder, 116 for blows and 
assaults and 115 for theft. But out of 
the same number of juveniles the pro- 
portion was three for murder, 165 for, 
assaults and wounding and 254 for 
theft. It will thus be seen in propor- 
tion to their number the juvenile popu- 
lation of France is more criminal than 
the rest. The present practice is to, 
treat juyv ont e offenders leniently in the 
hore f claiming them. But this; 
method is not apparently successul.

The Great-Grandfather of All Canals. 
We shall begin our travels on the 
other side of the globe Our own canal 
will the newest thing upon earth. 
The canal We shall first visit is gray- 
haired with the washing of almost 
3,000 years. It is the great-grandfa- 
ther of all canals. It was commenced 
long before Christ, and, according to 
Chinese records, was not finished 
until more than 200 years before the 
iscovery of America. The southern 
part of it, which I visited in 1900, ex- 
tending from the Yangtse south to the 
city of Hangchow, was constructed 
only a few years after Jerusalem was 
taken by Nebuchadnezzar, at about the 
time that monarch was chewing grass 
in the gardens of Babylan. The upper 
part, extending from the Yellow river 
to Tientsin; was completed by the em- 
peror Shitsu of China in the some cen- 
tury that King John of England grant- 
ed the Magna Charta, while the central 
portion dates back to the days when 
the Tarquins were emperors of Rome. 
The Grand canal is 1,000 miles long. 
It begins at Tientsin and runs south- 
ward for a distance greater than from 
New York to Chicago. It crosses two 
rivers, the Hoangho and the Yangtse, 
which are so mighty that they would 
make the Chagres look like a thirty- 
cent creek, and it cuts its way through 
a territory having a population more 
than twice as great as that of the Uni- 
ted States. , 
The canal is dotted with cities and 
towns. There are walled cities at ev- 
ery few miles, and some of them con- 
tain a million of people or more. There 
are towns of a hundred thousand each 
whose names are unknown in America, 
and a fringe of villages runs along it 
all the way from Tientsin to Hang- 
chow.

From the Yangtse north the canal 
flows for 380 miles without a lock. This 
is over the great plain of north China. 
Still further north there are numerous 
Sluices and locks, and in places the 
water is carried above the country on 
stone embankments twenty feet or 
more higher than the surrounding 
plains, and that notwithstanding the 
stream is 200 feet wide.

Our 
canal has been constructed with the 
mightiest of modern machinery; so ef- 
ficient that had it been used at Suez 
that canal could have been constructed 
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Greece was thus turned into an isl- 
This shortens the journey 
the Adriatic to the Piraeus by 
two hundred miles, and the canal 
should be one of the trade routes of 
the Mediterranean. It is not. When I 
Visited it a year or so ago there was 
comparatively little shipping going 
through, and I was told that the canal 
is so situated that it forms a huge air 
shaft whigh makes it unsafe for steam- 
ers.

Since then it has grown like a jimson 
weed or the fabled gourd of old Jonah. 
At the beginning the traffie on the ca- 
nal was only a little over $00,000 tons, 
I'ive years later it had tripled in quan- 
tity, and in 1907 it was more than 5,- 
000,000 tons. It is estimated that it 
now saves in freight rates three or 
four million dollars a year to the trade 
of Manchester, and thus enables that 
cotton center to compete with the oth- 
ers which lie on the seacoast. Before 
the canal wag built the large manufac- 
turers were leaving Manchester for 
Glasgow and elsewhere, but since then 
many industries have been started and 
ten thousand houses have been built 
to accommodate the ineoming people.

In most modern countries where the dot 
and dowry custom prevails, the laws pro- 
vide that though the interest is used by both, 
the money belongs to her, and if she is di- 
vorced through no fault of her own, she gets 
‘back her wedding portion. These are the 
laws in Germany, France, and are fast be- 
coming the custom in Italy.

To show you what an important rdle the 
dot plays I will tell you an incident I came 
upon some months ago. | heard some friends 
talking about a young Parisian girl who had 
become engaged to the som of a banker. The 
girl is beautiful, yet her friends spoke as if 
she had done something wonderful in winning 
this young man. 

“Yes,” said one of her friends. “I know 
she is beautiful and cultured, but these qual- 
ities do not go far with our men unless there 
is a wedding settlement along with them. 
Though she comes from a good family and 
is educated, she is not going to get a dot 
from her parents. It is unusual for a man 
who has wealth to take a girl who has no 
money.” 

A girl’s wedding portion plays such an im- 
portant part in the French girl’s career that 
Her parents often begin to’ save for the mar- 
riage settlement a few days after she is born. 
On Christmas, birthdays, and other impor- 
tant points in her girlhood the father add. 
to the sum, so there is usually a snug com- 
petence by the time she is old enough to be- 


come a bride. 


Shortly before the wedding day the settle- 
ment is arranged in a businesslike fashion. 

Marriage is an expensive affair for the 
girl’s family, because her parents are ex- 
pected to furnish the trousseau, besides, and 
give the wedding breakfast. But the young 
man has certain well defined demands put 
upon him. “He is expected to have the same 
portion in his business or to have spent the 
same in learning his profession. Then he 
is expected to give the girl a wedding basket, 
which contains some of the old family jew- 
els and laces.

Dowry Contract Definite. 

After the contract is drawn up stating 
what the settlement will be, and whether 
the girl hands over the dowry. or keeps the 
control of it in her own name,. the civil 
service takes place, usually the next day, 
and no mention is made of the dot again, 
unless a separation takes place later. If a 
girl is divorced through no fault of her 
own, she nearly always has to sacrifice part 
of her dot, which is kept by her husband. 
The interest on this money is generally used 
by the wife for dress, travel, and pin money, 
the actual Hving expenses generally being 
met by the man. 

For a girl to have $10,000 to $25,000 as 
her wedding portion is not considered an 
enormous dot. If she comes from a wealthy 
family and is going to marry a man with 
great wealth and social position, she must 
double or perhaps quadruple that amount. 
It is a common occurrence in France for a 
father to set aside from $50,000 to $100,000 
as a wedding portion for his daughter. 

French matches as a rule turn out well. 
Marriages are not made hastily and though 
courtships are shorter than in this country 
they are long enough for the couple to get 
to know and understand each other and often 
learn to love each other before marriage. 

* 
Dowry Custom in Germany. 

The custom of dot or dowry prevails in 
Germany, though the amounts are a great 
deal smaller. This is probably because the 
Germans have more daughters and the wealth 
is less than in the French family of the same 
social class. 

The dot is given differently in Germany. 
Only a part of it is in money—a good share 
comes in household furnishings and linens. 
When a girl reaches the age of 15-she and 
her mother sit down together and begin to 
make by hand all the lfnens that she will 
need for herself and her household for years. 
By the time the girl is 18 and ready to be 
married she has great chests of fine linen. 
A German bride is prouder of the linens she 
has helped to make than she is of the money 
she is bringing as her wedding portion.

Wedding Portion a Necessity, 


In Russia a girl may be clever and good 
looking, but it is important that her parents 
see that she is well dowered. Without a 
wedding portion and a wedding dress she 
can seldom expect a wedding. Where money 
is not plentiful the work of gathering a girl's 
portion begins while she is still a school girl. 
Oftentimes all the relatives are asked to make 
a contribution. 

The marriage settlements are nearly 
always drawn up by one of the upper clergy. 
Besides the dowry the bride is expected to 
have a trousseau in which silks, laces, and 
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bitious mothers are not satisfied to show their 
daughters’ fine clothes, but have a part of 
their trousseaux on display. Sometimes a 
large part of the family silver is added.

Prospective Brides on Inspection. 

The young men walk up and down and 
inspect each prospective bride carefully. 
Many a maiden is settled in life, and many 
a bachelor influenced to change his ideas on 
matrimony through this method. 

Dots in many countries are uniqne. In 
Siberia, for instance, the young man seeks a 
maiden whose dowry is usually given in rein- 
deer. The more reindeer a father can give 
the better chance his daughter stands of 
making a suitable marriage. In many casea 
the young man looks over the reindeer first 
and then asks to see the girl. If each are 
up to expectations the wedding feast pro- 
ceeds. When the guests are lively with food 
and drink the reindeer are brought. in for dis- 
play as the gifts which go with the bride. 

The reindeer dot is.customary also in Lap- 
land. The first question the Laplander 
asks in arranging a marriage is how many 
reindeer will the girl get. He will argue 
over one reindeer and he often threatens to 
go away, but seldom does because she is called 
back by the father, who is more anxious to 
part with his daughter than he is with his 
reindeer.

Bride Takes Second Place. 

An American tourist in Lapland once was 
invited to partake of a wedding feast, which 
consisted of boiled sheep. After drinking 
the bride's health, he watched the guests eat- 
ing out of the common dish with their own 
knives, which they brought with them and 
wore at their sides. He noticed that the 
bride was homely and much older than the 
bridegroom. The young man was well satisfied 
with the match because he was getting 100 
reindeer, “The guests talked about the ani- 
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mals and admired them a great deal more 
than they did the bride, who was considered 
of small importance compared with the rein- 
deer. ; 

The dowry always has played an important 
part in marriage in Egypt, but the shoe is on 
the other foot—the bridegroom gives it. After 
an Egyptian has made his choice of a girl 
he goes to a weekel, or deputy, who keeps 
account of the amount of money the parents 
expect to get for giving up their daughter. 
The gift is as imperative from the young 
man in Egypt as it is for the parents of 
the girl to give in most of the European 
countries. 

If the parties are comfortably situated the 
young man is expected to pay about $1165. 
If the family is wealthy the dowry is ex- 
pected to be in keeping with its wealth and 
rank. On the day appointed for the cere- 
mony or a few days before the bridegroom, 
accompanied by several friends as bis wit- 
nesses, goes to the girl's home and pays the 
dowry and gets a receipt.

Pre-Nuptial Gifts of Bridegroom. 

Usually the bridegroom waits for his bride 
eight or ten days after the finishing of the 
marriage contract. The time is spent by 
the bridegroom sending his lady love flowers 
and candies. If he wants to be extra gal- 
lant he sends her a silk shawl or some equally 
costly present. 

The girl’s family is spending the money 
received from the bridegroom buying the 
trousseau, the household furniture, ete. If 
the amount is not sufficient the family is ex- 
pected to. make good the deficit. On her 
wedding day the bride wears the silk shawl 
—which conceals her from the public gaze— 
her wedding dress, the jewels, and the smal] 
pasteboard cap or crown. 

The same rule bvlds good in China and 
Japan. Instead of the young man asking 
a dot for taking a girl as wife, he is ex- 
pected to pay a sum for getting a wife. In 
China a man can have as many wives as he 
can buy, but pay for them he must. They 
are expected to marry young. and ff a young 
man is not able to make the start alone, 
wherever his parents can afford it, they are 
glad to help him out. Bachelors are ab- 
horred, and a man who is not married once is 
considered strange. The Chinese sometimes 
contract marriages for their children when 
they are born and even before they are born.

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REMARKABLE PHOTOGRAPAS*KING GEORG 


How the King of England 
“Bagged” His 30 Tigers. 
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This Picture Shows King George of England Taking Aim at His First Tiger During His Recent, Famous Hunt in Nepal, India 
Driven Out of the Jungle by the Beaters, the Fierce Beast Stands Spitting and Snarling at the Unexpected Apparition of the Hunters 
In This Fleeting Moment of the Tiger’s Surprise the King Must Shoot. Behind George, in the Howdah, as the Box on the Elephant’s 
Back Is Called, is a Particularly Fine Marksman, Waiting for a Shot if the King’s Hand Fails. The Elephant on Which the King Is 
Mounted Is Akbar, the Finest Trained Hunter in India, with a Record of 97 Tigers. Killed in Jungle Combat. This Photograph Was 


URING his recent journey to india to 
attend the Durbar the King of Eng- 
land went tiger shooting. 

The accounts now received from India 
prove that this tiger hunt was more remark- 
able than any other hunt ever recorded. 
The photographs reproduced here fully sus- 
tain this statement. 

Indeed, this hunt seems more like a mon- 
strous pantomimic theatrical spectacle than 
a mere shooting affair. The theatrical effect 
of the hunt is produced in the highest de- 


gree by the wonderfully painted elephants 
employed in it. 

Bix hundred elephants were used by the 
King, his companions and the men who 
helped to round up the tigers. he more im- 
portant the rider, the more elaborate his 
elephant was painted. Consequently King 
George’s elephant was more elaborately 
painted than any other. 

One object of the painting was to scare 
the tigers and another to enable the army 
of beaters to distinguish the important per- 
sons. 

The King hunted by invitation on the ter- 
titory of the Maharajah of Nepal, a native 
prince owning suzerainty to the Britisz 
monarch. Tigers are getting scarce in India. 
Natives have an unsportsmanlike habit of 
catching them in pits and beating them to 
death with rocks. So the Maharajah has 
fenced in a thousand square miles of the 
densest jungle in which tigers and other wild 
beasts can roam and roar in safety until 
they are properly shot. 

A space of about fifteen square miles was 
surrounded by professional native hunters, 
mounted on elephants, assisted by beaters 
on foot. All the animals within this circle 
were prevented from escaping. Three thousand 
men were engaged in the work—or spectacle. 
Two magnificent residentia] camps, ten miles 
apart, were established for the King, so that 
after shooting all the game driven near one 
he could pass to the other. Forty auto- 
mobiles carried the King and his party to 
the camp. 

The King, the Maharajah and the princi- 
pal officials started for the hunt on fifty 
magnificently painted and caparisoned cle- 
phants. 

The King’s and the Maharajah’'s elephants 
alone had circular yellow rings with red 
spots in the centre painted on their fore- 
heads. 

The little cage on the elephant’s back, 
from which the King shot, is called a how- 
dah. It was constructed of cane mounted 
upon springs and on each side bore the 
King’s monogram, “G. R_ [.,” in gold letters 
under a crown. A metal rod in front gave 
the King a shooting rest and also formed a 
rack for spare guns. It was roped to the 
elephant and also chained so that the tiger, 
if he happened to reach the elephant, could 
not bite through the fastenings 

The King shot over the head of the 
mahout, or native elephant driver, who 
needed a certain amount of courage. An- 
other native attendant stood upon the ele 
phant, behind and outside the King’s cage. 

Two weeks before the hunt the army 
‘of hunters and beaters had started to drive 
the game into the selected area and feed 
them up Yes, feed them! 

They tied fat buffaloes securely at likely 
places) The tigers could be relied on to find 
these and devour them. Sometimes a whole 
family of tigers could be found near these 
spots, full of buffalo meat, lying down hap 
pily in the sun and licking their chops. 

You will notice that all the tigers killed 
by the King are very fat. 

Wonderfully skilled leather-visaged, scar- 
red professional hunters, called “shikaris,” 
and mounted on trained elephants, were em- 
ployed to drive the tigers and other wild 
beasts into the magic circle and on the set 
day in front of the King. 

Regiments of beaters on foot took care that 


= 


the tigers were driven out of every hole and 
bush where they tried to hide. If a beater 
was in danger from a tiger, he relied on one 
of the professional hunters on elephant back 
to shoot the animal, but a beater does get 
crunched occasionally. 

How thick the jungle is you may judge from 
the photograph of the King, in which the jun- 
gle leaves and rushes rise higher than the 
top of his head, a distance of at least fifteen 
feet, allowing nine feet for the elephant and 
six for the King and the platform he is stand- 
ing on.

With shouts, yells, shrieks, banging of pots,

pans and drums and firing of firecrackers, the worried 
tigers are driven toward the row of eight principal ele 
phants, with the King in the centre, and the fighting 
elephants all around and behind. 

When the King is ready to shoot, two of the fighting 
elephants advance on the tigers and drive them out 
in order that they may show themselves to the King. 
It sometimes happens that a whole family of tigers are 
found at one time, and then the sport becomes partic- 
ularly exciting. 

And now we approach the grand climax of the spet- 
tacle, which is not at the end as in old fashioned plays. 


Amid indescribable barbaric clamor, surrounded by the . 


pick of his soldiers and courtiers, mounted on mar- 


vellously painted elephants, the King prepares to slay .. 


the most beautiful and terrible of earth’s wild beasts. 

It symbolizes the Triumph of Man over the Beast. 

Bang!—Bang! goes the King’s big double-barreled 
rifle in quick succession. In one of these photographs 
you may see him just in the act of shooting the tiger, 
who is protesting with snarling face and lashing tall 
at being kicked out of his native jungle. 

With the help of these preparations King George 
was able to kill five tigers in one morning. In four 
days the royal party bagged forty tigers, of which the 
King shot thirty. The party also shot eighteen rhino 
ceroses and four bears. On one occasion King George 
hit a tiger with the right barrel and a bear with the 
left barrel of the same gun.

O every intelligent person ‘who considers 
the pictures of the King’s tiger hunt on 
this page the question will occur: 


“How on earth did the photographer man- 
age to get them?” 

Certainly there was one man, in the royal 
party, in addition to the native guides and 
hunters, who took his life in his hands. This 
man was Ernest Brooks, the official photog: 
rapher of the expedition, by whom these pic: 
tures were taken. 

Brooks, who is only twenty-six years old, 
was one of the many photographers, amateur 
and professional, who applied to the King for 
the appointment as official photographer. 
Realizing that the position woyld call for un- 
usual physical courage as well as technical 
skill, the King chose Brooks. He was author- 
ized to take a seat on the elephant immedi- 
ately behind the King. 

Seated there, he would have been just as 
safe, of course, as the King and the rest of 
the royal party, but to get the best pictures 
it was impossible for hiné to remain on his 
lofty perch. Against the protests of the na- 
tive brush beaters and guides, who insisted 
that no untrained white man was safe on foot 
in the brush, Brooks descended whenever a 
tiger was rounded up dy the brush beaters.

On these occasions he was quite unarmed 
and unable to defend himself against the fero- 
cious creatures whose pictures it was his pur- 
pose to take. In one case he faced a charging 
tiger at a dietance of fifty feet, the tiger hav- 
ing to pase in front of the King before reach- 
ing the camera man. On one or two occa- 
sions only the fast work of the King himeelf, 
who shot the beast down just as it was mak- 
ing for the quick-moving photographer, saved 
Brooks from sudden death. But he got the 
picture, and that was what he was after. 

To obtain the very best pictures Brooks 
had to dodge around on foot in every direc- 
tion. He could carry no gun to defend him- 
self with in case the tiger charged in his di- 
rection. His eonduct on this occasion gained 
for him the special commendation of the 
King, and it is considered not at all unlikely 
that ag the result of the courage displayed by 
Brooks he may be knighted in the near fu- 
ture, 

Brooks’s work was not confined to the tiger 
hunt, which lasted over a week, and during 
which he took nearly a hundred pictures. The 
photographic portrayal of the whole Durbar 
was hie task, and he accomplished it so well 
that two hundred and seventy-five of the pic- 
tures he took are to be filed in the British 
Museum, not only as a record of the Durbar, 
but as unique specimens of the photogra 
pher’s art. ‘ 

The delicacy of Brooks’s position may be 
imagined when ét is remembered that to get 
the best effects he not only had to face the 
tigers, but frequently had to order the King 
around just as an ordinary photographer di- 
rects his customere or subjects. It is said 
that the King was extremely patient, and 
never complained of the exactions of his pho 
tographer, although on some occasions the 
positions the royal petient had to assume 
must have been more or less irksome. 
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$1,008,000 the Cost of Shooting Thirty Tigers in Four Days, 


HDB amount expended to enable the King of Eng- 
Jland to shoot thirty Ugers in four days was 
$1,008,000. 

The Maharajah of Nepal, in whose territory the 


' King shot, expends $1,000,000 a year in maintaining his 


tiger preserve, extending over one thousand square 
miles. 

The Maharajah refraine@ from shooting for three 
months before the King’s visit, so that this event might 
be reckoned ag absorbing $250,000 of the regular ex: 
penditure. ; 

Extraordinary preparations were made to beat up an 
unusual quantity of game for the King. In fact, never 
before were so many tigers shot in the same time. 
One hundred expert native hunters on elephants and 
two thousand beaters were employed, in addition to 
the regular guardians of the preserve. The services 
of this small army cost $25,000. 


Two hundred fat buffaloes, costing $8,000, were fur- 
nished to feed up the tigers and attract them to the 
epots where the King was to shoot. 

Twenty superbly trained elephants, costing on an 
average 310,000 apiece, were purchased long in ad- 
vance for the King and his principal followers. These 
animals were all exceptionally large, clever, good tem- 
pered, courageous and steady. They could be relied 
on to carry any man sefely through a tiger hunt. 

The services of the mahouts, or elephant drivers, of 
the principal guests accounted for $10,000. 

The two magnificent camps maintained for the King 
and the one hundred and sixty members of his suite 
cost $300,000. There were one hundred and seventy. 
superdly furnished tents in each camp. No member of 
the King’s suite had less than one tent, while the King 
and the Maharajab had three apiece. 

The tents. with their furnishings, were entirely im- 


ported from England, and alone accounted for $260.008 
of the item for camps. 


An army of 1,800 domestic servants wgited upon the 
King and his followers. Their wages cost on an aver 
age $1 a week. about the smallest item of the enter 
tainmént. 

The cost to the King of preparing the skins of his 
thirty tigers was $15,000—each beast costing $500. 

Handsome presents to the Maharajah, the native 
Prime Minister, fifty nobles, 200 priests, 100 native 
hunters, 2,000 beaters and 1,800 servants cost King 
George $120,000. 

Transport by rail of the King and his suite to the 
Maharajah’s domain, hire of forty automobiles, salaries 
of English officials and soldiers, cost of maintaining 
wireless telegraphic communication with the British 
capital and other incidental expenses cost the King 
$80,000. Total $1.008,000.

Second. With the tips of the fin.

Fourth. “Lift” the tendons at the 
side of the neck that are inclined to 
grow more prominent and ropey 
each year. This lifting consists in 
seizing the tendons in a firm grasp 
and seeming to raisc them to meet 
the head. This is painful, and may 
even cause a slight headache at 
first, but these are only Nature’s 
protests against the unaccustomed.

Fifth. Grasp the large muscles at 
the back of the neck and connect. 
Ing the shoulders, and “lift” these 
also. Raise them as though it were 
your purpose to place them in the 
curve of the neck. This should be 
followed by a vigorous kneading of 
‘the muscles. 

The aim of all these massage 
movements is’ to promote circula- 
tion in the neck. The yellowish, 
withered-looking skin denotes that 
the blood flows weakly in that part 
of the body. The flabby muscles 
indicate that the muscles have not 
been well exercised. A good devel- 
oping exercise for the neck Is to let 
the head lie back as far as possible 
on the shoulders, then roll slowly 
from one shoulder to the other.

Partridge with Cabbage. 
ARTRIDGES are so expennve at 
the butcher's that I will not recom 

mend them for every day use. At times, 

however, they can be purchased quite 
reasonable in the big markets—as low as 
$1] a pair. Then again, most people - 
casionally find some of these fine birds in 
their possession because they or their 
friends have shot them. It is, therefore, 
desirable to have a good recipe for cook- 
ing partridge handy. At the same time 
this includes a particularly valuable recipe 
for cooking cabbage. The following quan- 

tities are planned for four persons: , 

Take two young partridges, five to six 

truffles of equal size, two tablespoonfuls 
of fat bacon, chopped up, two strips of 
larding bacon, one large or two small cab- 
bages, salt and pepper, half a pound of 
breast bacon, which you have passed 
through hot water to remove the salt. 
The truffles may be omitted if they are 
not desired. 
' Throw away the outer leaves of the cab- 
bage, remove the white leaves and wash 
them with plenty of water and then cook 
them in salted boiling water. Let them 
cook twelve to fifteen minutes, drain the 
cabbages, pass them through cold water 
again, drain them and put in a saucepan 
with the bacon. 

Add two carrots, a bouquet composed 
of a bay leaf, several sprigs of parsley 
and a little thyme well tied together. Add 
some broth, not skimmed, a pinch of pep- 
per and cover the saucepan. Put the

a yol-au-vent. 


mixture in a very quick oven so that the 
cabbages may braise without burning. This 
cooking of the cabbages requires about half 
an hour. During this time clean the 
partridges, stuff them with the truffles and 
bind the cooking bacon around them. 
Cook them in butter in the saucepan. 
The cooking liquor of the partridges should 
mingle with the liquor of the cabbages. 

A quarter of an hour before serving 
drain the cabbages in a fine strainer so as 
to extract completely all grease and liquid 
produced during the cooking. Take half 
the cabbages and with them carpet the in- 
terior of a terrine (deep earthenware dish). 
When the bottom is covered with an even 
layer of cabbages, take the partridges, re- 
move the string and cooking bacon and 
place them on the cabbages. 

Surround the partridges with the breast 
bacon, which you have cut in small dice. 
Cover the whole with the other half of 
the cabbage, which has been lying in the 
strainer Sprinkle with sevéral tablespoon- 
fuls of meat gravy which has been well 
cooked down, and in which you may cook 
some sliced truffles. 

To trufffle a partridge, allow one truffle 
to each person. Peal the truffles care- 
fully, then divide them in two or three 
slices, according to their size. Prepare a 
seasoning of salt, pepper, spoonful of 
brandy, a little grated cooking bacon, a 
little pinch of spice, and a small spoonful 
of chopped truffle. Mix the whole with 
care and garnish the interior of the part- 
ridges with it 


Rabbit a la Savoyarde. 


| > Saint te skinned and cut your 
rabbit into four or more pieces 
and seasoned it with salt and pepper, 
then put it in a frying pan, in which 
you have heated two tablespoonfuls of 
butter.

How many people ever think upon 
the names of their city’s streets or 
care why such names were chosen’ 
With the younger brood—the rising 
generation—it matters little what a

Take Whitehall street, the leading 
retail thoroughfare of Atlanta. More 
than seventy years ago, when the city 
could hardly be called a village, one 
of the pioneers who were laying the 
foundations for a growing and pros- 
perous. metropolis was Charley Hum- 
phries, who, in 1837, erected a wayside 
inn for the travelers who passed 
through the settlement. This inn con-

Ivy street was named after Hardy 
Ivy, the first white settler who located 
in this section of Georgia, and he was 
the first pioneer of Atlanta. He built 
his home in 1833 on a tract of land 
which is now bordered by Decatur, 
street, Peachtree and Cain, and ex- 
tended back toward Ponce de Leon. 
His cabin was ina little 
about one mile east of Peachtree road. 
As an honor to this pioneer a street 
of Atlanta was named Ivy and a por- 
tion of this has been changed to 
Peachtree. 

Peachtree took its name from the 
creek and the creek was so called be- 
cause of peachtree orchards. 

Broad street was so named because 
it was widened when it took the place 
of Market street and Bridge row. 

Forsyth street, formerly Waddell, 
was named after A. B..Forsyth, a pio- 
neer merchant. : 

Walton street bears the name of 
Lee Walton, who owned a large tract 
of land through which Walton street 
now runs. He was a merchant and a 
member of council. 

Spring street was so called because 
it was near the famous “Walton 
spring.” 

Fairlie street was named after Pat 
Fairlie, a jolly Irishman and-a black- 
smith, a friend of Reuben Cone, who 
named both that street and Cone 
street. Fairlie’s blacksmith shop was 
near the present site of the First 
Presbyterian church. 

Houston street bears the name of 
Samuel Houston, postmaster, ana 
father of the noted Wash Houston. 

Baker street was named after a 
Baptist preacher who lived in Mari- 
etta. 

Luckle street was so named in hon- 
or of Solomon Luckie, a pioneer citl- 
zen. :

HEN a cook who is accustomed

_ Some Stirring Receipts. 


By Jane Eddington. 

T IS a delight to get hold of some 
| fresh, eaty sort of recipes, recipes 

that do not seem like formulas, but 
food; recipes that smack much of din- 
ner time, recipes that have no pallor 
from being confined in a cook book. 

Hugh Fullerton gives us, incidental- 
ly, just such recipes in an article on 
“Kating; a study in the Preparation, 
Location and Mastication of Food, and 
a Directory of the Principal Good 
Things to Eat in America’ in the 
American Magazine for March, 

Mr. Fullerton does not have much 
patience with dillydally eating. LHe has 
done some eating from coast to coast 
and not always with a full pocketbook, 

“Price and rarity,” he says, ‘have 
nothing to do with good things to eat. 
Half the complaint of the increased 
cost of living is due to ‘the fact that 
nowadays folks are either too stuck 
up to eat cheap things or don’t know 
how to prepare them,” 


From my personal experience I know 
how much some people value a good 
salt pork recipe. Here is one from the 
southwest as given by Mr. Fullerton: 

Crispy Salt Pork—‘‘He takes a pound 
of salt pork, . lie cuts the pork 
into strips, aboug a third of an inch 
thick, and soakes it In fresh water to 
freshen it a bit. Then he drops it 
into a hot pan, and allows it to frizzle 
a minute in its own grease. On the 
table near the stove he has a pan of 
cracker meal, and, when the pork be- 
gins to get almost transparent, he lifts 
each siice with a fork, and dips it in 
the cracker meal, covering both sides, 
and then dropping it back irto the
